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PREFACE. 



So far as the contents of the present volume are concerned, prefatory 
observations may be dispensed with, as anything which the editor deemed 
necessary to be said, in the way of explanation or comment, has been 
embodied in footnotes. With regiird to future publications, however, an 
intimation has to be made of an addition to the series, which will be 
gratifying to those interested in Glasgow history. 

The protocol books originally intended to be published down to the year 

1600 were (1) William Hegait's three volumes embracing the period 1547-76; 

(2) Henry Gibson's three volumes 1555-76 and 1598-1603; (3) Archibald 

Hegait's three volumes 1581-1604; (4) John Ros's volume 1588-9; and (5) 

George Huchesone's volume 1587-1605. It has just been ascertained that 

there is preserved in the General Register House, Edinburgh, a protocol 

book relating to Glasgow properties, embracing the period 1530-9, and thus 

of a date considerably earlier than the oldest in the above list. The protocol 

book referred to is that of Michael Fleming, designated in his docquets 

"clerk in the diocese of Glasgow, notary public by apostolic and imperial 

authority." One or two of Fleming's instniments are printed in Liber CoUegii 

Nostre Dornine; but it is believed that the book itself has hitherto escaped 

the notice of local investigators. Arrangements are now being made with 

the view of obtaining abstracts of Fleming's protocols, and it is hoped that 

these, together with the remainder of William Hegait's protocols, will be 

comprised in the next printed volume.

1 Master James Hamilton was suhdean in 1554 (see 
Protocol No. 211), and in 1556 and subsequent 3^ears he is 
designated in Beffigtrum Magni Sigilli and elsewhere as 
bishop of Lismore (Argyle) and subdean of Glasgow. 
The subdeans of Glasgow had the parishes of Cadder 
and Monkland as their prebend. Subsequent to the 
Reformation, and after Hamilton ceased to hold office, 
the subdeanery was usually held by the minister 
either of Cadder or Monkland. David Cunynghame, 
minister of Cadder and Monkland from 1572 to 1577 
(when he was made bishop of Aberdeen) succeeded 
Hamilton as subdean. Andrew Polwarth, the next 
minister, had a gift of the subdeanery from King 
James VI., on 17th March, 1578 (Ftuti Eecle«ie, iii.. 
p. 49). In 1665 John Rosse, minister of Old Monkland, 
with consent of the dean and chapter of 01a8gx)w, 
resigned the sulnleanery in favour of Glasgow University 
(MunimeiUa Altne, i., p. S95). The earl of Kilmarnock 
about the same time resigned the rights he had in the 
subdeanery (lb., p. 388), these rights having perhaps 
been originally acquired by his ancestor, Robert, lord 



Boyde, from Patrick Walkinschaw, minister of Monk- 
land, and confirmed by King Charles I. on 17th March, 
1624 (R.M.S., viii., No. 601). Anna, duchess of Hamil. 
ton, had apparently some interest in the subdeanery 
which she resigned to the college, as is shown by crown 
charter of confirmation, dated 5th April, 1664 (lb., pp. 
S90.3X By charter from King Charles 11. , in 1670, the 
subdeanery was united to the patrimony of the ooU^;e, 
and there were bestowed on the Professor of Theology 
the honour and privileges of subdean in the chapter of 
Glasgow (MuniinetUa, i., pp. 401-11). A rental of the 
extensive lands and revenues thus acquired by the 
college will be fonnd in Munimenta, i., p. 397. The 
Provanside and Deanside lands, referred to in the text, 
seem to have belonged to the subdeans from an early 
period, as John Stewart, subdean, disposed of an acre Id 
Deanside in 1434.

iThe old Green of Glasgow extended eastward to 
the confluence of the Molindinar bum \fiith the Clyde. 
On the eastward tide of the burn lay the lands of 
Liningshaugh, adjoining these was Dassiegreen, and 
northward of the latter Peitbog, mentioned in the text. 
Kinclayth bordered on Peitbog and Dassie Green. All 
these lands have long since been incorporated with the 
new Green. Previous to 1588 Peitbog and Dassiegreen 
belonged to the community, but in that year were 
disposed of by the magistrates and council " for releveing 
of thair necessitie" (Gla^^ow Rec. i. pp. 124-6.) About 
■eventy-flve years later the town council apparently 
recognised the desirability of reacquiring the lands for 
the formation of the new Green; and in 1661 William 
Anderson, merchant in Glasgow, and Marion Mylne, 
his spouse, in consideration of " ane certane sowme of 
monye" paid to them, conveyed to the community 
"that particular piece of land or grund called the 
Peitix)g and Dassy Grein, with all partes and pertinentis 
belonging therto, lyand within the territory of the 
samyne burgh and neir therto, boundit betuix the 



Water of Clyd on south, the lands called Kinclaith and 
wthers on the north and the lands of Linningshauch on 
the west partes." The lands thus acquired were, in 1666, 
set on a nineteen years' lease to Robert Rae, merchant, 
owner of adjoining lands on the east called Provoet- 
haugh. One of the provisions of the tack is interesting 
as showing the uses to which this part of the new Green 
was put by the inhabitants : " With this expres condi* 
tioune and provisione allwayes that it sail be leasume 
to the burgessis, inhabitantis of this burghe, who sail 
tak and fish salmond be thair oobillis in the water 
thairabouts, to dry thair netes on the saidis lands of 
Peitbog as they ar now and hes bein in use, they paying 
to the said Robert Rae or his subtenentes as they have 
bein in use, heirtofore, to pay to Johne Louk, possessor 
of the saids landes." inventory of City Writs, i. b. 37). 
Dass, according to one of the interpretations in Jamie- 
son's Scottish Dictionary, signifies a landing place, and 
Dassiegreen may thus have derived its name on account 
of the salmon fishers using it for beaching their boats.

iSir John Stewart of Minto, by the transaotions 
narrated in the three precedinj; protocols, and in others 
which follow, disposed of portions of the lauds acquired 
by him from the collefi^iate church of St. Mary, as set 
forth in Nos. 743 and 744. Sir John's ancestors, who 
took their territorial desitpnation from Minto, in Rox- 
burghshire, and who also owned lands in Lanarkshire 
and Renfrewshire, were closely connected with Glasgow, 
and took a share in the administration of its municipal 
affairs. John Stewart, " the first provest that was in the 
cite of Glasgow " (»'.s., 1454. Charters, i., p. xxxiv. ; ii., 



p. 43), was brother of Sir William Stewart, who acquired 
Minto in 1429. Sir Thomas Stewart (son of Sir William), 
who acquired Arthurlie estate in Renfrewshire by 
marriage, was provost of Glasgow in 148U; and each of 
his successors in the title, for three generations in the 
direct line, held that offlce at one time or another. Sir 
John Stewart, named in the text (great-grandson of Sir 
Thomas) may not have been provost at the date of the 
protocol, but he seems to have been elected, or perhaps 
re-elected, at Michaelmas following (see Na 892). Sir 
John's son Walter was the first Lord Blantyre.

a lease of the abbacy which virtually annulled Stewart's 
gift and cause<l disimt^-s between the rivals, but does 
not seem to have stayed the alienation by Stewart of 
the landftd )tosses.sions of the abbey. Allan Stewart's 
charter to John Fullertoun of the 40s. lands of Kirk- 
oiswald and 13 s. id. land of Preistisland, in the bailiary 
of C-arrik, dated 12th February, 1667, was confirmed by 
King James VI. on Ist December, IUSO {ReguitrumMagni 
Sis/iUi, v. No. 63).
